The DeLeon Peanut Factory 
has been completed, and was 
scheduled to open this week for 
the purchase of the little nuts 
and the handling of same.

Several car 
loads are now stored in the ware 
house of the plant and several 
th re sh ers are busy in the s u r ­ 
rounding country.

Waldock, circulated 
a petition 
among the merchants and obtain­ 
ed sufficient funds to employ an 
agent—Mr. Joe J. Caldwell,of 
Brown county, anda livewire 
the government supplementing 
the sum raised by private sub 
scription. 
The 
Commissioners 
doubtless saw the wisdom of 
the move in the results secuied 
hence this year the same court, 
the personel being practically 
the same, rescinded its former 
action and 
appropriated $600, 
which was the proper thing to 
do. 
Parker county, like Coman­ 
che,has a diversity of soil, and 
needs just such an agent badly, 
as does Comanche.
